(b) After January 1, 2008, program benefits may not exceed the benefit level described

in Subsection (2)(a).

State Impact

Enactment of this bill will not require additional appropriations. Savings from reduced State's cost of
providing services under the Children's Health Insurance Program will most likely be used to expand
enrollment in the program.
